liadam  Chairnan,  Ladies  and.  C-ontlemen, 

Rain  and  yet  noie  raini  - such  vias  the  heraldic  erj^  of  the  sixties,  I96O 
\;aE  the  wettest  year  in  liviii^j  jaeiaory  and  to  mark  its  final  passaje  came  the  floods 
In  Locembor  we  experienced  the  great  deluge  that  flooded  many  parts  of  iionmoutiishir 
On  Sunday.  Decomhor  Usk,  like  many  other  toT^ms  and  villages,  rms  virtually 

cut  off.  Houses  and  shops  were  steeped  in  chocolate  coloured  water,  fields  hecano 
lakes,  roads  ’were  impassable  and  ixany  cars  and  lorries  vrero  temporarily  abandoned, 
liarly  the  following  morning  mopping-up  operations  began  and  the  organised  effort 
of  private  individuals  and  public  as  v.-ell  as  voluntary  services  quickly  restored 
Older  out  of  the  chaos.  Many  sections  of  the  community  vrare  affected  in  one  way 
or  another  but  friendliness  and  good  neighbour lino ss  was  apparent  everywhere, 
]Iappily,  there  was  no  loss  of  huinan  life  and  no  disease  was  attributed  to  this 
calamity,  Recent  oxporimv^nts  in  ITest  Germany  seen  to  indicate  a stvjop  rice  in 
deaths  following  a "muggy"  period  immediately  preceeding  a rain  belt,  and  an  incr.;a 
in  the  number  of  comp)laints  from  nervous  headaches  and  migraine  to  epileptic  attach 
and  strokes  during-  a "cold  front".  It  seems  that  excessive  moisture  and  certain 
pressure  changes  have  more  effect  on  health  than  changes  in  temijorature . However 
judged  by  mortality  statistics,  most  of  tlie  pooplo  in  Usk  enjoyed  ver  good  health 
throughout  I96O  despite  the  hea.'vp''  rainfall  and  the  comparative  lack  of  sunshine. 

'.\\t  in  the  abconce  of  accurate  m.orbidity  statistics  it  is  difficult  to  estimate 
t-  e amount  or  nature  of  sickness  actually  experienced. 

In  i960,  the  adjusted  death-rate  for  Usk  v/as  15 #77  .P'-^  1000  population, 
fhis  is  higher  than  tho  prevailing  rato  for  the  County  of  !;'onmouthshire  and  also 
for  England  and  Males,  Ho\;evor,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  there  v.rore  no 
still-births  and  no  infant  deatlis.  In  fact  tliore  were  no  deaths  under  the  age  of 
21  years,  and  only  two  occurred  under  50  years.  Another  loolc  at  the  year's 
i:ortality  statistics  sho'i/  that  most  of  ‘those  who  died  \;orc  ponsionors,  four  of 
'..horn  v/ero  in  thoir  nineteos  ~ once  again  a.  tribute  to  medicine  as  ^/ell  as  improved 
on-Tironieontal  and  personal  health  sorvicos.  How  that  so  many  of  us  live  to  became 
:.;optagonanians  and  even  octagonanians,  it  behoves  each  and  every  one  of  us  to 
provide,  as  far  as  possible,  for  a healthy  and  happy  old  age.  Some  coi-munity 
m.oasuros  are  already  in  existence  eg,  old  age  pensions,  supplementary  allo'.'ancos  , 
meals  on  v/hoels,  homo  helps  and  homo  nursin  , Others  although  in  existence  noeu 
to  be  extendodi  especially  geriatric  bods  in  hospitals,  County  Countil  Homos  for 
the  aged,  bungalo\7S  and  possibly  groimd  floor  flats. 

Once  again,  I aia  pleased  to  report  that  I did  not  find  it  nocessar3^  to 
iraplement  soc  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  “50  vAierobj^  tho  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  responsible,  after  thorough  enq  ir^^  and  consideration,  for 
certifj’lng  in  V'/riting  to  the  Local  Authority  that  it  is  necessary  to  remove  arg'- 
person  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  who  is  aged,  infirm  or  phj'-sically 
incapacitated  and  v.iio  is  living  in  insanitary/-  conditions,  in  theinterost  of  this 
person  or  for  preventing  injury  to  the  health  of,  and  serious  nuisance  to  other 
persons. 

The  greater  tho  muubor  of  old  in  tho  Co:jiiunity  the  higher  the  fi/yare  of 
those  with  physical  or  mo-utal  deteriorations.  A recent  surveys  revealed  that  there 
-..-ore  some  5» 726,000  sufferers  from  some  severe  form  of  rheumatism  in  Lritain.  It 
lias  also  boon  estimated  that  5 j 746,000  people  over  65  years  of  age  suffer  from 
moderate  or  severe  osteo-artliritis  and  the  changes  caused  by  this  disease  began 
in  one  porso'ai  in  ten  at  the  ago  of  24  years,  thereafter  the  incidence  steadily  rise 
ing  ..i  th  ago.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  Usk  enjoys  immunity  from  this 
crippling  group  of  disoases,  Tho  total  of  rogistorod  blind  in  Groat  Brita.in  rises 
annually  and  more  than  80,000  of  tho  present  total  of  around  100,000  registL'.'rod 
as  blind  are  o or  the  age  of  6O  ^'•oars,  but  there  ■'./ere  only  5 cases  registered  as 
blind  in  the  toT.n  of  Usk  in  I96O,  V/o  are  well  an’aro  of  the  hearing  loss  that 
often  occurs  ".ith  a dvancing  j'-ears  and  the  frequency  of  incapacity-  -i.mich  results 
from  circulatory  diseases  in  some  forai  or  other,  and  as  yet,  there  seems  to  be  no 
cirgn  of  arrest  in  tho  up'/ard  trend  of  •.aental  ill-health.  Heroin  lies  the  chall.ngo 
of  the  future  - tho  challenge  of  degenerative  disoases.  The  ageing  process  ca-nnot 
be  arrested  but  it  is  more  than  yossiblo  that  its  onset  can  be  delay^ed  and  its 
i"  to  of  progress  slov/ed.  Health  cli-nics  for  the  elderly  may  \.x=ll  jp^rovide  some  ox 
the  answers  to  the  medical  and  social  problems  associated  edth  age. 
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A further  look  at  our  mortality  statistics  shov/  that  infectious  diseases 5 
in  1960,  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence,  as  a cause  of  death,  but  while  the 
notifications  remain  incomplete  we  can  only  make  a wild  gess  at  their  incidence. 
Preventive  and  curative  measures  have  brought  about  a remarkable  decline  in 
both  the  morbidity  and  mortality  of  Pulmonary  ‘fuberculosis , and  the  possibility 
actually  exists  of  eliminating  it  from  our  midst  altogether.  Almost  everyone 
is  aware  that  a death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  a rarity.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  still  a serious  disease  because  of  the  relatively  long  period  of  incapac- 
ity v/hich  occurs  during  its  cure.  Also,  it  is  still  an  infectious  disease  which 
a sufferer  can  pass  on  to  others.  Even  if  the  disease  cannot  yet  be  entirely 
prevented,  it  is  of  tremendous  advantage  if  discovered  in  its  early  stages. 

Early  detection  is  still  the  basis  for  rapidly  successful  treatment  and  mass 
radiography  has  played  and  continues  to  pla^?-  a prominent  part  in  the  early  diag- 
nosis and  control  of  this  disease. 

Diphtheria  is  another  example  of  an  infectious  disease  W'lich  may  be  do\m. 
but  not  out.  Some  parents  refuse  or  cannot  be  bothered  to  ensure  adequate 
protection  for  their  children  although  they  are  offered  immunisation  at  the 
Infant  V;elfare  Clinic,  schools  and  the  surgeries  of  generl  practitioners.  I'e 
can  but  continue  to  preach  to  the  complacent  and  neglectful.  Without  immunis-  ' 
ation,  not  only  Diphtheria  but  ^?ho oping  Cough,  Small  Pox  and  Polioniyelitis  may 
again  be  as  familiar  as  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  Coronary  Thrombasis  After  the 
initial  burst  of  enthusiasm  only  a few  people  betvreon  the  ages  of  27  and  40  yers 
have  been  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis  - it  has  been  said  that  nobody  has 
died  lately,  so  the  danger  is  ignored.
